ing to organize and depend on good 
leadership. 
Those who cooperate 
and pull together have been able 
to meet their problems. 
Businessmen also have troubles, 
Mr. Stanford stated.

1. They are paying the highest 
taxes, highest labor costs and high 
('st upkeep in history; 
2. The average businessman is 
making the smallest profit ever 
known in this country; 
3. The 
businessman 
undergoes 
more regimentation than ever be 
fore; 
4. He is inspected and suspected 
by the government; 
5. More than 50 per cent ol peo­ 
ple going in business in the past 
twenty years have failed;

The tempo of the search quick­ 
ened with the daylight as authori­ 
ties cheeked out reports the fugi­ 
tives had been seen in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska or Iowa in their “ stripped 
down” getaway car. 


A young man and a woman were 
picked up by Kansas City, Mo., 
police because they were riding in 
a ear resembling the one believed 
driven by the fugitives. 
But po­ 
lice notified the Nebraska stat# 
safety patrol that the two were not 
the fugitive couple. Starkweather 
and Miss Fugate. 


They were charged with killing 
one of six persons found altin ainee 
the couple disappeared Monday. 
Three of the victims were Caril’s 
7 stFTFfather and half sister. 
Police said circum stance! of an­ 
other killing attributed to Stark­ 
weather made them fear he may 
have turned on Carli and alala 
her, too, before completing a lav­ 
age rampage that has taken poa- 
sibly eight lives. 


( ailed "Mad Dog** Killer 


Farmers near Lincoln kept shot­ 
guns handy and threatened to shoot 
first and ask questions later if any 
strangers appeared.
